1. ON TWO SEPARATE OCCASIONS TODAY HIGH OFFICIALS OF 
UNIDO (ABDEL MEGUID, EGYPT AND QUINJONO CAVALLERO, 
COLOMBIA) CONFIRMED THAT ABDEL RAHMAN HAS WRITTEN 
CONFIDENTIAL LETTER TO SYG WALDHEIM AND TO EGYPTIAN 
MINISTER FAHMY INDICATING HIS DESIRE NOT TO STAND 
FOR REAPPOINTMENT TO UNIDO. AS DEPARTMENT AWARE, 

ABDEL MEGUID IS BROTHER OF EGYPTIAN PERM REP AND 
ALLEGES THAT HIS BROTHER HAS BEEN ADVISED OF 
COMMUNICATION SENT TO EGYPTIAN FOREIGN OFFICE. 

2. MINCOUN ALSO ADVISED THAT EGYPTIANS ADVISED PERUVIAN 
FOREIGN MINISTER THAT THEY PREPARE SUPPORT 
FERNANDINI FOR UNIDO SPOT AND EXPECT LA SUPPORT 

IN EVENT EGYPTIANS PURSUE OTHER POSTS IN SYSTEM. 

3. COMMENT: BOTH OFFICIALS SPECULATE THAT ABDEL 
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RAHMAN STILL UNDER SHOCK OVER LOSS HIS DAUGHTER. 
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SITUATION FURTHER EXACERBATED BY HIS RECENT 
DIVORCE AND ATTENDANT LOSSES WHICH HE BELIEVED TO HAVE 
SUSTAINED. BELIEF IS THAT IN CIRCUMSTANCES GOE HAS 
PROBABLY WORKED OUT ACCOMMODATION FOR A-R AT HOME 
WHICH WILL AVERT CONFRONTATION COURSE WITH WALDHEIM 
ON WHICH HE HAD EMBARKED. 
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
